He condemned the 
action of the fiiddeford operatives In re- 
turning to their looms, and he said that 
he-was confident that had they stayed 
out a few is-e*ks longer they would hnve 
won. In every city lie had visited, labor 
men had expressed sympathy for York 
operatives and pledged various amounts 
lo help continue the battle.

"Lincoln loved debate and could toll

him debate with Peter Cartwrighl. who 
was the terror of every lornl orator, a.H 
his opponent. 
Flo asked Carlwright If 


Gen. Jackson did right In tlio removal 
—I bolieve it was—of Die tank depos- 
its. Cartwright opened tho quest-inn 
and 
save a very indefinite 
answer, 


Lincoln remarked'that Cartwright re- 
minded Mm of a hunter he once knew 
who recognized tho fact that in sum- 
mer the deer were red and In winter 
gray, and at one season therefore u 
deer might resemble a calf. The hunt- 
er ha'd brought down one at long range 
when 1C was too hard to see the. differ- 
ence, and boasting of his own mark- 
manship had said: 'I shot at It so as to 
hit It If It was a deer and miss It if a.
